Not, only in Canada but'the world over generally this is the day and 
age of “isms”, fascism, communism and what have you, as opposed to the 
tried political faith symbolized ir.the word “democracy”, the creed upon 
which Canada and all the other self-governing units of the British Empire, 
the United States, and, in Europe, the Scandinavian and other countries are 
founded or have adopted and have made progress to date. 

Factions® ate busy ‘here and elsewhere promoting one or other of a 
multiplicity of these ‘isms’, emblematic of political and economic doctrines 
which mark a departure from the democratic form of government, whose 
fundamental principle is the right of the people to say who shall govern 
them and how they shall be governed. ~ 

Some of these doctrines are presented in diluted form to meéet local 
conditions and exigencies or are sugar coated in the hope that thus dis- 
guised, they will appeal to the rank and file of the people who have the 
final say, c , 

. The great objection to the sugar coated pill is that its attractive and 
palatable covering usually hides a nauseating dose of physic which cannot 
easily be disgorged once the pill has been swallowed, or, if it must sub- 
sequenty be ejected if can only be done by the absorption of an emetic, per- 
haps more disagreeable than the original dose.

Great Forward Strides 

Even after making full allowances for tire set back which has resulted 
during the past few years of world wide economic and agricultural depres- 
sion, it is.easily demonstrable that great strides have been made in the pro- 
vision of material comforts enjoyed by ever-widening circles of people, and 
that in no countries in the world has this accession to more comforts been 
so universal than.in the great democracies, In such countries as Great 
Britain, the United States and. Canada delicacies have become every day 
fare and-luxuries have become necessities with each passing decade. 

To see the truth of this assertion one has only to look around, take 
stock of possessions and every day comforts and compare them with what 
was in vogue 25 or even 15 years ago and also compare the number of peo- 
it to whom many of these things are attainable now, and then. To com- 
plete the picture one should likewise compare the extent to which things 
which are to-day regarded as necessities by the rank and file of the people 
in the most progressive of the democratic countries with the extent to which 
many of these things are still luxuries to the common people in countries 
which have abjured the right of self-government.

Fictitious Wealth 

It is true that during the past few years many people have suffered 
great hardships due to the widespread nature of the economic depression} 
which followed the crash of 1929 and particularly is this the case in sections 
of this country which sustained the impact of an agricultural depression 
super-imposed upon the commercial and financial debacle and one’s perspec- 
tive is apt to be clouded when contrasting the difficulties under which peo- 
ple are laboring in comparison with the conditions which existed in those 
halycon days when every person expected to become rich overnight and, 
in fact, was wealthy in greater or less degree—on paper. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that the apparent progress in that 
year or two which led up to the rout in the fall of 1929 was a fictitious one. 
It was not real because it was not based on productive work but was 
founded on the false doctrine of “something for nothing”. It was the prac- 
tice of this theory on widespread scale which brought about the crash and 
any other theory which has “something for nothing” as its basic creed is 


equally bound to sooner or later bring a similar disaster.

Electors Should Show Interest 

Those engaged in promoting some from of government other than the 
democratic are wont to indict self-government on the ground that it is fre- 
quently inefficient and lends itself too easily to racketeering and corruption, 
but if that is the case, are not the people themselves to blame? Is it con- 
ceivable that if the entire electorate took a -keen interest in their own 
affairs, not only at election times, but the year round, that their repre- 
sentatives could afford to let them down? E 

One of the handicaps to democratic form of government is that so 
many electors show very little interest in what their representatives are 
doing except just around election time, and even then there is a sub- 
stantial percentage which does not turn out to vote and this applies in 


all spheres—municipal, provincial and federal.

Democratic government should be and can be efficient; it should be and 
can be free of racketeering or corruption, on large scale or small, but it 
can only be expected to measure up to these ideals if the electorate is suf- 
ficiently enlightened and sufficiently interested to make it so and those ob- 
jectives can only be achieved by the rank and file of the electorate-devot- 
ing the necessary time and effort to study intelligently the problems of the 
country, the province and the municipality, not only occasionally but day

1 The’ casting of “Ireland” into the 
limbo of forgotten things, and its 
substitution by “Hire”, has provided 
4 nice little problem for newspaper 
writers. Even now they do not seem 
to have ‘solved: it to their complete 
satisfaction. ‘The question is: if we 
cannot use “Ireland,” are we still 
justified in using “Irish’» as the ad- 
jective? 

When the recent two-country con- 
ference was taking place many pap- 
ers apparently decided that ‘Irish” 
was not admissible; they referred to 
it as the “Anglo-Eire’ Conference. 
Others, mostly in the provinces, 
stuck tenaciously to “Trish” and per- 
sisted in referring to it as the ‘‘An- 
glo-Irish” conference. 

There should be an authoritative 
ruling on this point, which has a cer- 
tain subtlety likely to lead to a 
permanent variance in newspaper 
practice. . 

Is “Hire” the ‘adj&tive as well as 
the noun—if not, what is the proper 
adjective and should it be used? 
Should one refer to the “Irish’’ peo- 
ple, the “Hire” people, or “the people 
of Eire’? 

At the moment it would seem that 
“Trish” will continue in use, Most 
of the Irish papers, including Mr. 
de Valera’s own party mouthpiece, 
used it on commenting on the recent 
conference. It also forms part of 
the title of at least three prominent 
Irish newspapers. 

In any case, if certain papers per- 
sist in using “Hire’’ as the adjective, 
what will they do when a story 
breaks concerning the Irish Sea?— 
Newspaper World, London.

Goldent text: Give ye them to eat. 
Mark 6:37, 

Lesson: Mark 6:33-44. 

Devotional reading: Isaiah 35:1, 2, 
5-10, ~ 


Explanations And Comments 


The Feeding of the Multitudes, 
Mark 6:33-43. When Jesus saw the 
crowd milling around him as crowds 
will do, not knowing quite why they 
had come nor what they desired, he 
had compassion on them, for they 
seemed to him like shepherdless 
sheep that needed some understand- 
ing one to take care of them. ‘For 
the most part, folks are still like 
that.’ His concern for them was a 
mingling of interest in their whole 
life and a desire to give them im- 
mediate help. The first thing he did, 
as Mark tells us, was to teach them, 
and the second thing was to feed 
them. Each in its place seemed im- 
portant to him. 

An especially striking incident in 
our story is* Jesus’ asking divine 
blessing upon the five loaves and two 
fishes before it was handed out to 
supply the need of the hungry multi- 
tude. What a tense moment it must 
have been when, with a hard flat 
little loaf in his hand, he looked up 
into heaven and asked his Father's 
grace to rest upon what he was 
about to do. Could any one-in that 
company ever forget that moment? 

And there is a moral here for us. 
If we are going to do anything to 


|help relieve the hunger and need of 


the world, one great essential is that 
we seek the divine blessing and 
guidance and help in all that we do. 

How did Jesus feed them? We do 
not know. Using the everyday means 
at hand and the disciples as his 
assistants, Jesus fed the multitude, 
and in so doing gave them an object 
lesson in practical service. When 
all had eaten there remained twelve 
basketfuls of the broken pieces and 
of the fishes, 

“Jesus gave that meal to the mul- 
titudes to teach his followers through 
all ages, that, unless they cared for 
mens bodily wants, they would never 
touch the moral and spiritual in 
them.

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GREAT BRITAIN 
MUST INCREASE 
ARMS PROGRAM 


London.--Great Britain indicated 
the pace of the world arms: race 
forced her to increase the vast five- 
year program she set last year to 
make the Empire strong on both 
sides of the globe. 

A government white paper an- 
nounced £1,500,000,000 ($7,500,000,- 
000) earmarked a year ago would 
not be enough to build “unavoid- 
able” defences in view of the inter- 
National situation and higher costs 
resulting from ‘continuous develop- 
ment of modern armament.” 

The report said the government 
was convinced its own share in the 
rearmament struggle would “furnish 
a steadying influence on the present 
state of international relations.” 

The white paper, following an- 
nouncement of a £20,000,000 increase 
for the Royal Air Force during the 
1938-39 fiscal year, indicated in- 
creased figures for the royal navy 
would be made public when admiralty 
estimates are issued, 

The report stated keels of new 
warships to be laid in the year end- 
ing March 31, 1939, would include 
two capital (battle) ships, one air- 
craft carrier, four large cruisers, 
three small cruisers and other smal- 
ler craft. In addition, 60 new ves- 
sels, totalling 130,000 tons, will be 
put into service during the year. No 
new destroyers are planned but a 
number are under construction. | 

The announcement made it clear | 
actual cost of the five-year arms 
plan would depend largely upon suc- 
cess of Prime Minister Chamberlaire's 
“efforts to achieve some appeasement 
in international affairs.” 7 

It foresaw a £68,250,000 increase| 
over last year in the 1938-39 costs 
of air, land and naval defences. The 
total estimates for the coming year | 
were £343,250,000, with an additional 
£8,500,000 for aid raid precautions. 

The report added frankly the peak 
would not be reached until. 1939-40. 

“It must therefore be expected,” 
it stated, “that even on the assump- 
tion that 1939, as now seems prob-

Dealing with the aid raid spectre, 
a pressing problem of home defence, 
it was announceil there would be 
enough gas masks by the end of 1938 
for the entire civil population of the 
British Isles. 

Home air defences were boosted in 
the estimates to 123 squadrons—be- 
tween 1,700 and 1,850 first line 
planes, six times more than before 
rearmament began. 

An “air striking force’ was in- 
cluded in estimates for the first 
time. This designation was given 
raiding squadrons of fast and me- 
dium bombers now being delivered to 
the Royal Air Force in increasing 
numbers.

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Loan Business 


Says Small Loan Compariy Refuge 
Of Average Family 

Ottawa.—The small loan company 
is the refuge of the average family 
when it runs into financial trouble, 
Leon Henderson, eminent United 
States economist, told the banking 
and commerce committee of the 
House of Commons inthe course of 
n outline of the small loan business 
in United States, 

The widest study yet made of the 
financing of the average family, un- 
dertaken by United States govern- 
ment, indicated 20 to 30 per cent. of 
all families are compelled to spend 
More in a year than their income. 
Medical attendance, legal needs, in- 
termittent employment, refinancing 
of instalment purchases send _ these 
families to the small loan companies 
or to “loan sharks.” 

The committee is studying the pos- 
sibility of drafting a national law for 
Canada to regulate interest rates on 
small loans, They heard that 27 of 
the states had adopted a model small 
loan law drafted by the Russell Sage 
foundation of New York city, and it 
appeared to be working ” success- 
fully. 

Mr. Henderson agreed a flat maxi- 
mum rate of 214 per cent. on unpaid 
balances might be a starting point 
for Canada. This would include all 
charges. If experience showed that 
the low rate on loans was consider- 
ably less in Canada than in United 
States then this legal maximum 
might be reduced. 

There was no proper comparison 
between rates on commercial and 
production loans by banks and rates 
on small loans ‘to individuals, Mr. 
Henderson said. If small loan. com- 
panies had to pay nothing for their 
money, the cost of making. loans, in- 
vestigating credit ratings and like 
expenses would require more than 
bank charges on loans. The me- 
chanics of small loans made a com- 
parison of them with loans by the 
chartered banks invalid. 


Authorized To Sell Shares 


But C.N.R. Owns All Trans-Canada 
. Air Lines Stock 


Ottawa.—Capital stock of Trans- 
Canada Air Lines is still all owned 
by the Canadian National Railways, 
Hon, C. D. Howe, transport minister, 
told the House of Commons as his 
bill to amend the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines Act received third reading. 

The act authorizes sale of shares 
in the company to other companies 
or individuals interested in aviation 
but so far no sales have been made. 
Mr. Howe said several other aviation 
companies had approached the gov- 
ernment about the purchase of stock 
but none had come forward with a 
complete cash offer. 

The bill will authorize the company 
to acquire Canada’s share in the 
proposed trans-Atlantic air line and 
to extend its operations outside Can-

Sharp Increase In Accidents And 
Fatalitis In January 


Victoria. —- A sharp incréase in 
automobile accidents and fatalities 
in British Columbia during January, 
despite the operation of the new 30- 
mile-an-hour speed limit in municipal 
areas, was announced by provincial 
traffic officials. 

With 10 per cent. more cars on 
the roads, the total of accidents in- 
creased 17 per cent. from 351 to 411, 
the number of injured jumped 27 per 
cent. from 140 to 178, the deaths by 
125 per cent. from four to nine, and 
the property damage done in crashes 
by 24 per cent. from $29,802 to $37,- 
026. 

The 30-mile speed limit, sponsored 
in the legislature last fall by At- 
torney-General Gordon Wismer, came 
into effect this year. Previously the 
province had no speed limit, depend- 
ing on a “common danger’ driving 
clause in the Motor Vehicles Act to 
curb speeding motorists. 

Linked with the new legislation 
was provision for establishment of 
testing stations for drivers and 
vehicles expected to be in operation 
this summer, 

Mr. Wismer said he planned a per- 
sonal analysis of traffic records for 
other possible methods to cut down 
accidents.

Twenty-Six Reported Dead And Ten 
Thousand Homes Evacuated 

Los Angeles.—Twenty-six were re- 
10,000 homes were 
evacuated and southern California 
was virtually isolated in flood waters 
of the heaviest rainstorm ever re- 
corded in these parts, 

Flood waters swirled through low- 
land areas of 50 communities from 
Ventura to San Juan Capistrano and 
from the Sierra Madre mountains to 
the sea. 

Bridges were torn away. Homes 
were demolished by landslides. Auto- 
mobiles were swept away in raging 
torrents, All railway lines were 
paralyzed. Airports were flooded. 
Thousands of homes were inundated. 

Streets in Hollywood, Beverley 
Hills, Santa Monica, Long Beach, 
Compton, Glendale, 
Angeles and scores of other com- 
munities. were converted into streams. 

Ten of thousands of relief workers 
were sent into the field as the Los 
Angeles county major disaster 
emergency council went into action 
on its first mobilization. 

The largest group perished in the 
collapse of a foot bridge across the 
Los Angeles river near Long Beach 
when 10 were reported swept to 
death in the Pacific ocean. 

Five perished in collapse of homes 
in Los Angeles and cave-ins. 

Three men, a woman and a boy 
were reported drowned by the flood 
waters in Lytle canyon, near San 
Bernardino. Two men were carried 
to their death in the swirling waters 
of the Santa Ana river when a 
trestle was carried away near San 
Juan Capistrano. 

Peace officers ordered residents to 
evacuate their homes in the washes 
and low lands below a number_ of 
dams in the Sierra Madre mountains. 
More than 100,000 workers were sent

| URGES OTTAWA 


TO ASSUME FULL 
COST OF RELIEF 


Ottawa,—It would cost. the Do- 
minion, treasury , $10,000,000 a yéar 
to assume the full cost of relief in 
Canada, Hon. Norman Rogers, labor 
minister, told the House of, Com- 
mons. The present federal share is 
$30,000,000. 

The labor minister opposed a reso- 
lution of T..L. Church (Cons., Tor- 
onto-Broadview) urging the Domin- 
fon relieve thé municipalities and 
provinces of relief costs. He, said 
the change in policy could’ méan one 
of two things—an increased income 
tax or an increase sales tax, both at 
| high levels now. 

In proposing his resolution, “Mr 
Church broke new ground when he 
suggested the people of Canada vote 
at the next election on the question 
of abolishing provincial legislatures. 

There should be “a referendum at 
the next election giving the people 
an opportunity to say what they 
think about the duplication of gov- 
ernment taxation in Canada,” he 
said, 

The state had a right to give every 
man a decent living, not a mere pit- 
| tance, Mr. Woodsworth said. There 
| was plenty of work to be done in 
Canada, housing for instance. 

A higher income tax might provide 
the money, or an inheritance tax, 
he suggested. The opportunity “to 
amass large fortunes is to-day grant- 
ed by the state and there is no 
earthly reason why at least a por- 
tion of those. great fortunes is not 
taken back and used for the benefit 
of the less fortunate members of 
society.” 

There has been a decided improve- 
|ment in the general relief situation 
|in Canada, Mr. Rogers said. There 
| were 75,000 on relief rolls in Nova 
Scotia in 1933 and to-day, 6 500. This 
|remarkable improvement could not 
| be duplicated across Canada but im- 
provement was general. 

The labor minister told Mr. Woods- 
{worth there had bcen a decided im- 
| provement in his own province of 
|Manitoba. Farm relief had almost 
| disappeared there and the number on 
| Winnipeg relief rolls represented 
| 1,000 less families than a year ago. 
| Conditions in western Canada were 
;not due to government policies but 
|to serious climatic disturbances; a 
blight over the whole western coun- 
try. How far Canada could find work 
for the unemployed would probably 
not be known until normal crops re~ 
turned to the west. 

Mr. Rogers said if the administra- 
tion was left with the municipalities 
with the Dominion footing the bill a 
vicious system.would develop. Where 
one authority spent the money and 
another raised it difficulties and in- 
efficiency were bound to exist.

The Supreme court of Canada 
Briday’ruled invalid three Alberta 
bills dealing with oredit regulat- 
ion, bank taxes and newspapers. 
and upheld the federal government's 
power of disallowance of provincial 
legislation and the right of a lient- 
enant-governor to reserve assent 
on provincial legislation. ¢ 

In addition, Chief Justice {Du 
found against the Alberta Social 
Credit fact, considered to be the 
cornerstone of the Alberta Social 
Credit government’s design.
